The $5,576,725 contract has 
awarded by the New Orleans office of 
the Corps of Engineers for construction 
of the spillway, outlet structures and 
closure section of Texarkana dam located 
on the Sulphur River in Bowie and Cass 
counties, nine miles southwest of Texar- 
kana, Texas.

The project, according to Col. Charles 
G. Holle, district engineer in charge, will 
complete construction of an earth dam 
which is a component part of the au- 
thorized “Reservoir-levee plan for the 
alleviation of floods in the Red River 
Basin below Denison, Texas,” as authori- 
zed by the Flood Control Act of July 24, 
1946. 

Approximately 3,570,000 cubic yards of 
excavation and 2,000,000 cubic yards of 
compacted embankment will be required 
as well as 57,000 cubic yards of dumped 
rip-rap; 13,100 cubic yards of hand- 
placed rip-rap; 50,000 cubic yards of con- 
crete; 74,000 barrels of cement; 4,290,- 
000 pounds of reinforcing steel; 3,700 
lineal feet of drainage and relief walls 
and about one mile of maintenance road 

Contractors for the projects are Ed- 
ward Peterson Co., of Omaha, Nebr., 
Foley Brothers, Inc., of St. Paul, Minn., 
and Tellepsen Construction Co., of Hous- 
ton, Texas. These firms submitted the 
lowest of six bids, the highest of which 
was $6,392,394. The low bid was approxi- 
mately twenty per cent above the gov- 
ernment estimate. 

Length of the darn at its crest will be 
18,500 feeet; maximum height, 100 feet; 
width of the spillway, 200 feet. There will 
be two conduits 20 feet in diameter and 
four 10 by 20-foot gates.

Mr. Hinman said that a Certificate of 
Necessity has been approved by the Na- 
tional Production Authority covering con- 
struction of the new facilities at Natchez.

“Solution of many of the difficult prob- 
lems that faced us a year ago in produc- 
ing dissolving pulp from hardwoods by 
the new sulphate process are now being 
worked out by the engineers and produc- 
tion men of our Southern Kraft Division 
and production from current equipment 
is now on an improved basis,” Mr. Hin- 
man said.

Architect for the men’s dormitory is 
Richard Koch. 

Dr. Harris also said that plans are un- 
derway for a new $600,000 women’s dor- 
mitory at Sophie Newcomb Memorial 
college—-women's arts and sciences divi- 
sion of the university. The women’s dor- 
mitory will house 100 students and will 
be of two-story brick construction. 


First Piling Driven 
on Harvester Plant 


The first pile-driving on the new two- 


million-dollar International Harvester 
twine mill at New Orleans took place 
last month. 


Neil Loynachan, general manager of 
the company’s fiber and twine division 
and the official who made final negotia- 
tions for the location of the mill at Du- 
fossat Street and the Mississippi river, 
drove the first pile. The mill is located on 
property of the Board of Commissioners 
of the Port of New Orleans. 

Five other International Harvester offi- 
cials from Chicago were in New Orleans 
for the ceremonies: 

Ivan L. Willis, vice-president, indus- 
trial relations; Walter F. Elsholz, man- 
manufacturing, supply and inven- 
Troy P. Wakefield, assistant per- 
sonnel manager; David G. Moyer, general 
attorney; and J. W. Kenney, public re- 
lations. 

The _ pile-driving followed 
the luncheon of the New Orleans Traffic 
Club in the Grand Ballroom of the Roose- 
velt Hotel. International Harvester offi- 
cials were the club’s special guests. 

George P. Rice, of New Orleans, is the 
architect for the project. General con- 
tract for the construction has been 
awarded to R. P. Farnsworth and Co., Inc., 
also of New Orleans. 

“Practically all of the fibers imported 
into the United States by the Harvester 
Co. will come through the Port of New 
Orleans,” Mr. Loynachan said when final 
negotiations for the site were closed last 
November. “The finished product of our 
mill will be shipped upstream by barge,” 
he added. 

It is expected that the additional fiber 
shipped into the port by the twine mill 
will probably place New Orleans first 
among the nation’s ports for fiber im- 
porting. 

International Harvester has estimated 
that the plant will employ 750 people. 
Storage space in the Public Commodity 
Warehouse, adjoining the plant site, will 
be used for incoming fiber and finished 
products. 

The twine mill will be of one-story, 
sawtooth-type construction and will cover 
about 224,000 square feet of manufactur- 
ing space.

Celanese Chemical Plant 
Proposed at Pampa 


Celanese Corporation of America an- 
nounced plans for construction of a mod- 
ern chemical plant located at Pampa, 
in the Panhandle area of Texas. Output 
of the new plant will be used in the man- 
ufacture of yarns and plastics, synthetic 
rubber, explosives, pharmaceuticals and 
many other products. 

Erection of the plant is calculated to 
serve a dual purpose, according to Harold 
Biancke, Celanese president. It will not 
only provide an additional source of the 
raw materials necessary to meet the in- 
creasing demand for the company’s prod- 
ucts, he said, but will also broaden the 
supply of chemicals for an accelerated 
defense program. 

The process to be utilized at the new 
plant is a result of the petroleum chemi- 
cal research and development work car- 
ried out at the Celanese laboratories at 


Clarkwood, Texas. 

“Output of the plant,” Mr. Blancke de- 
clared, “will supplement the chemical 
producing activities of the company at 
Bishop, Texas. The plant site at Tampa 
is fifty miles east of Amarillo in West 
Texas, and is in the heart of a rich petro- 
leum area which will furnish both the 
hydrocaron feed stocks for chemical 
processing and the natural gas for fuel. 

“The new plant represents another step 
in the general expansion program of 
Celanese Corporation of America. This 
program has as its objective the build- 
ing of additional productive facilities for 
the manufacture of textiles and plastics 
in defense and civilian economies and, 
simultaneously, increasing the supply of 
cellulose and other raw materials re- 
uired in its operations. 

“A Canadian affiliate, Columbia Cellu- 
lose Company, Limited, is just coming 
into production at Prince Rupert, B. C., 
with an initial annual capacity of ap- 
proximately 70,000 tons of high alpha dis- 
solving pulp.”

South's April Contracts Valued at $316,368,000 


yaaa construction in April was 
valued at $316,368,000, or almost a four 
per cent gain over the comparable month 
of last year. 

The accumulation of contracts in the 
sixteen-state area stood at $2,617,861,- 
000 for the first four months. This is not 
only a one hundred and fifty-five per 
cent gain over the figure the same 
months of last year but the largest on 
record 

The four-month total included $1,620,- 
081,000 for industrial projects, $338,504,- 
000 for private building, $275,542,000 for 
public building, $212,290,000 for heavy en- 
gineering construction and $171,444,000 
for highways and bridges. 

The $1,620,081,000 for industrial proj- 
ects includes the large atomic energy de- 
velopments in South Carolina and Ken- 
tucky. Such private projects as the $70,- 
000,000 aluminum plant under way in the 
New Orleans area, the $80,000,000 Corpus 
Christi aluminum plant, and $75,000,000 
Bethlehem expansion at Baltimore and a 


number of large cement and textile mills 
served to bolster the total further. 

Private building, when compared with 
the first four months of 1950, is down but 
a negligible fraction of one per cent. Res- 
idential building, which in the current 
year constitutes about seventy-seven per 
cent of the private building value, totals 
$261,339,000, or a fraction of one per cent 
above the figure for such work last year. 
Office building, with its total of $22,194,- 
000 is up a more substantial twenty-nine 
per cent. f 

Public building’s gain over the 1950 
first-four-month value is fifty-two per 
cent. The $275,542,000 is made up of $145,- 
643,000 for government buildings includ- 
ing hospitals and $129,899,000 for schools. 
Government building is up one hundred 
twelve per cent. School building in the 
first one-third of 1951 represents an in- 
crease of fifteen per cent. 

Engineering construction in the four- 
month period embraces $130,501,000 for 
dams, drainage, earthwork and airports;

$66,713,000 for sewer and water work and 
$15,076,000 for government electrification 
expansion. Dams, drainage, earthwork, 
airports show a forty-eight per cent rise. 
Sewer and water work is up more than 
eighty-one per cent. Government elec- 
trification has shrunk more than one-half. 

The accumulated highway and bridge 
construction value is $171,444,000, as com- 
pared with the $187,188,000 for the same 
months of last vear. 

Apri!’s $316,368,000, which represented 
a drop of forty-five per cent from the 
value of southern contracts in the pre- 
ceding month, embraced $78,065,000 for 
industrial projects; $77,327,000 for heavy 
engineering construction; $60,942,000 for 
private building; $57,915,000 for public 
building and $42,119,000 for highways and 
bridges. 

The $78,065,000 for industrial work is 
about eleven per cent above the com- 
parable figure for April 1950, but is below 
that for the preceding month. Despite 
this apparent drop, a number of large 
southern industrial expansions were in 
the news in April. 

International Minerals & Chemical 
Corp., for instance, let the contract for 
its $10,000,000 Mulberry, Fla. project. 
Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad Co. 
revealed that work had started on its 
Mobile, Ala. ore handling terminal. Bids 
were opened for a $3,387,000 terminal 
grain elevator at Corpus Christi, Texas. 

Announcement was made of the $10,- 
000,000 Paducah, Ky. plant for Air Re- 
duction Co. Additional contracts were 
awarded in connection with the $50,000,- 
000 Chalmette, La. plant of Kaiser Alumi- 
num & Chemical Corp. A low bid was re- 
ceived by McDonnell Aircraft Corp. for 
a $1,500,000 test hangar. 

The Louisiana expansion of Pan Am 
Southern Corp. will involve expenditure 
of $6,500,000. According to the low bid the 
Pantex ordnance plant remodeling job 
at Lubbock, Texas will cost $1,408,000. 
Ford Motor Company’s Richmond plant 
will be expanded at a cost of $1,000,000. 

Heavy engineering construction, the 
second largest category in April, is up

substantially above the values in both the 
preceding month and the comparable 
month of last year. The increases are 
fifty-six per cent and thirty-six per cent, 
respectively. 

The $77,327,000 for heavy engineering 
construction included $48,747,000 for 
dams, drainage, earthwork and airports, 
this a sixty-six per cent rise when com- 
pared with the preceding month and one 
hundred thirty-eight per cent above the 
April, 1950 value for the same kind of 
work. 

All government work, the $48,747,000 
included such projects as a $1,702,000 
revetment at Pine Bluff, Ark.; a $3,000,- 
000 Tyndall Field, Fla. project; the 
$5,576,000 spillway and outlet structures 
for Texarkana dam; the $3,758,000 Gre- 
nada dam outlet structures and embank- 
ment, cost $3,758,000 and a $7,290,000 naval 
airport extension at Oceana, Va. 

Sewer and water projects, with their 
combined total of $25,030,000, are up 
forty-four per cent when compared with 
the value for March, 1951 and show a 
more than a one hundred per cent 
above the value for April of last year. 
Government electric projects were up 
slightly from the March level. 

Some idea about the size of some south- 
ern sewer and water construction may 
be gained from such projects as one cost- 
ing almost $5,000,000 in Jefferson County, 
Alabama; a $4,362,000 water pumping sta- 
tion at Memphis; a $2,699,000 sewage 
treatment plant at Dallas; expenditure 
of $1,365,000 by Florence, S. C., for sewer

construction and a pumping station, and 
a $1,123,000 project in Kentucky. 

Private building in April was valued at 
$60,942,000, this an eight per cent increase 
above the March figure and a twenty 
per cent drop, when compared with the 
value for April of 1950. Included in the 
current private building are $44,784,000 
for residential work, $9,605,000 for as- 
sembly buildings, $3,997,000 for com- 
mercial buildings and $2,556,000 for office 
building. 

Residential building has dropped 
slightly in the last month. The $44,784,- 
000 value in April is down about two per 
cent from the level of the preceding 
month. Compared with its 1950 counter- 
part, the April residential figure repre- 
sents a decline of about twenty per cent. 

Other types of private building showed 
greater strength. Assembly buildings, in- 
cluding churches and similar structures, 
were up thirty-six per cent above the 
preceding month and forty-five per cent 
above the comparable month of last year. 
Commercial building, while up forty- 
seven per cent from the March figure, 
amounted to but $3,997,000. Office build- 
ing is more than four times the preceding 
monthly figure. 

Public building in April was down 
about twenty-seven per cent from the 
March figure. However, it was practically 
at the same level prevailing in April of 
last year. Value of school construction in 
the current April is less than in its 1950 
counterpart. The drop from March, 1951, 
is but five per cent.

ed to $42,119,000, as compared with the 
$42,425,000 for April, 1950 and the $47,- 
250,000 for March of 1951. Practically all 
of the state highway departments opened 
bids, although several were for small 
quantities of work. 

New plant and equipment expenditures 
throughout the country in 1951 have 
been set at $23,900,000,000 by the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission and the 
Department of Commerce. The expected 
rate of capital expansion exceeds that of 
1950 by twenty-nine per cent and the 
previous peak in 1948 by twenty-four per 
cent. 

Largest expenditures are anticipated 
in the manufacturing industries, where 
the government agencies predict new fa- 
cilities this year will cost $11,920,000,000. 
Others are $890,000,000 in mining, $1,520,- 
000,000 in railroads, $620,000,000 in other 
transportation, $3,540,000,000 in electric 
and gas utilities and $5,410,000,000 in 
commercial and miscellaneous projects. 

The construction picture for the entire 
country, as estimated by the departments 
of commerce and labor, shows that total 
dollar outlays in April rose to $2,353,000,- 
000, a new record for that month. 

Some types of construction activity 
have reached a turning point, say those 
agencies, a situation which will be re- 
flected in future trends as the effects of 
material shortages and restrictions take 
on a more definite color. 

Value of work done on private residen- 
tial buildings during April was set at 
$911,000,000, seven per cent above the 
value in March and only three per cent 
more than in April of 1950. 

Construction of stores, restaurants and 
similar commercial structures was off 
slightly in April in the country, indicat- 
ing that the peak has passed. Public ex- 
penditures helped offset the declining 
rate of rise in private outlays. 

During the first four months of 1951, 
new construction in the country, as esti- 
mated by the federal departments, was 
nearly $8,500,000,000, compared with 
slightly over $7,000,000,000 in the same 
period of 1950. 

Total private outlays of $6,300,000,000 
were reported, these about eighteen per 
cent above a year ago in the same period, 
while public expenditures of more than 
$2,100,000,000 up twenty-five per 
cen. 

Union wage scales of building trades 
workers slightly during the first 
quarter of 1951, moving up eight-tenths 
of one per cent, as compared with an ad- 
vance of 1.8 per cent in the preceding 
quarter. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics said, 
after a survey of seven major building 
trades in 85 cities that slightly over one- 
sixth of the 543,000 workers involved 
were affected by revisions. The 
average hourly wage scale was $2.38. 

Reports from Atlanta revealed that 
April prices of building materials in that 
metropolitan area remained unchanged 
for the second consecutive month. Com- 
pared with the same month of last year, 
current prices were considerably higher.

Adds Ten Acres 


The Imbach contract will the 
remainder of the approximately ten acres 
added to Baltimore’s downtown 
by the improvement. Rectangular in 
shape, the area extends from below 
Camden Street south about 1,214 feet to 
Quay Alley. Its width is 230 feet. Also 
included in the contract is demolition of 
piers 7 to 19 and of a four-story brick 
office building. 

Ultimately, the newly-formed land be- 
tween the existing curb line of Light 
Street and the proposed extension of 
Calvert Street from Pratt Street to Key 
Highway will be laid out in three large 
parking lots with an estimated total ca- 
pacity of 1,000 automobiles. Both the ad-

Removal of several of the bay steamship 
lines from Light street prior to destruction 
of the old wharves has already resulted in 
improvement of traffic conditions. Pre- 
viously, trucks picking up or discharging 
freight at the wharves performed every 
conceivable maneuver, at the same time 
seriously retarding the heaviest north- 
south business traffic in Baltimore. 

The bulkhead structure now being 
started will consist of a relieving type 
platform made up of 231 six-pile bents 
12-inch timbers and 
decked with 6 by 12-inch planks. The 
timber structure will be anchored to a 
Z-shaped steel sheet piling bulkhead on 
the landward side.

One-to-three Slope 
The fill through which the steel sheet 
piling will be driven will angle down to 
an expected final 24-foot depth below 
water level on a one-to-three slope. Eight 
thousand tons of rubble stone included 
in the contract will be placed on both 
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sides of the steel bulkhead, with the 
preponderance on the harbor side. 

A concrete retaining wall and parapet 
is to be built atop the 32-foot wide timber 
platform. The concrete base slab will be 
about twelve feet wide and about one 
and one-half feet thick. Keyed to the out- 
shore side will be the five and one-half 
foot high retaining wall with its six-inch 
curb. 

Parapet on Platform 


The concrete parapet will be poured 
on the inner or land edge of the base. 
An ornamental balustrade will rise about 
three feet four inches above the flanking 
concrete walks. Space between the re- 
taining wall and the parapet is to be 
filled with compacted material. The fill 
being placed by the Harting firm will 
extend across the timber platform to the 
parapet wall. 

Stairways in the seawall will face ap- 
proximately at Conway, Barre and Lee 
streets. Another is built into the com- 
pleted stretch of the bulkhead between 
Pratt and Camden streets. There will be 
seven steps down to water level. Orna- 
mental iron gates will open in the para- 
pet at each stair. 

Three storm water drains must pass 
through the Imbach-Harting section of 
the project. They will be continuations 
of the Conway, Barre and Lee street 
sewers and will range from thirty to 
forty-two inches in diameter. These and 
the drains being laid by Frank Angelozzi 
around and through the already finished 
part of the reclamation will involve an 
additional hundred thousand dollars. 


Other Fills Made 


The present harbor filling operation 
is one of several made since Baltimore 
was founded. Light Street originally ran 
only to Pratt. A project in 1796 included 
not only erection of the Light Street 
wharves but also a fill between that point 
and Charles. 

Filling in the harbor also is no new 
idea. The Cheapside docks were filled in 
1816. Two decades later a Dr. Thomas 
H. Buckler proposed that Federal Hill be 
leveled and the earth used to fil! the 
entire basin east to Jones Fall;. 

The cross basin stretch of Calvert 
street, which soon will be a reality, was 
one of the streets he would have ex- 
tended. His view was that doing away 
with Federal Hill would admit fresh air 
to the north and the new ground would 
bring South Baltimore into closer con- 
tact with the rest of the city. 

Quantities of materials required for 
the Imbach contract include 78,200 linear 
feet of timber piles, of which 52,000 linear 
feet will be for the plumb piles in the 
bents, 21,000 linear feet for the spur 
piles and 4,200 feet for the fenders; 700 
tons of a steel sheet piling for the bulk- 
head and 350,000 board feet of structural 
timber. 


1800 Yards of Concrete 
Also involved are about 1,800 cubic 
yards of concrete. Of this 720 cubic yards 
will go into the seawall foundation slab, 
and 560 cubic yards into the retaining 
wall.

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Lone Star Pushes Work on Texas Cement Plant 


Construction of the new plant of the 
Lone Star Cement Corp. at Maryneal, 
Tex., 20 miles south of Sweetwater, in 
Nolan County, is proceeding at a rapid 
pace. 

Scheduled for completion early this 
Fall, the new plant will be one of the most 
modern in the world, with an annual ca- 
pacity of five to six million sacks of Lone 
Star cement. It is the third Lone Star ce- 
ment plant in Texas. Others are located 
at Dallas and Houston. 

Walsh Construction Co. and Gifford- 
Hill Co., Inc., the general contractors, 
have more than 400 men on the job. An 
additional 100 workers are employed by 
Macdonald Engineering Co., which is con- 
structing the concrete silos. 

Other sub-contractors such as the Wal- 
lace Plumbing Co. and Fischbach & 
Moore, electrical contractors, both of 
Dallas, are employing from 50 to 100 
men, bringing the total force engaged to 
about 600 men. This figure will reach 
about 1,000 at the peak of construction. 

Three groups of silo structures have 
been finished. These have a total height 
of about 125 feet and present an imposing 
sight in the flat country where the plant 
is located. 

Much excavation for leveling the site, 
for installation of railroad tracks and for 
opening up the quarry has already been 
completed. The various buildings to house 
the equipment are well advanced. 

Much of the heavy machinery is already 
on the ground. Two rotary kilns will each 
consist of a cylinder 10 feet in diameter 
by 340 feet long. Several of the big grind- 
ing mills are ready for installation 

Texas Electric Power Co. is construct- 
ing a high-tension line from a substation 
at Abilene to provide the power required 
for operations. This will approximate 6000 
horsepower. All electrical connections to 
the various departments will be through 
an underground conduit system. 

Practically all of the construction 
material needed for the buildings and ma- 
chinery installation is on hand, and 


machinery and equipment have been on 
order for many months and are now being 
delivered at a rapid rate. No serious de- 
lays in the receipt of any necessary parts 
are anticipated. 

Since the construction of the plant 
started, there has been considerable ac- 
tivity in building houses, both for resi- 
dents and commercial purposes, in Mary- 
neal and on property adjoining the plant, 
all of which has added to the general ac- 
tivity in this part of the state. 

The next few months will see the com- 
pletion of all of the plant structures and, 
with the installation of machinery being 
carried on simultaneously, it is expected 
that the plant will be fully completed in 
the early Fall, so that cement can be 
shipped into the fast-growing West Texas 
area. 


Central Power & Light 
Erecting New Plant 


Central Power and Light Co. of Corpus 
Christi, Tex., is now constructing a 30,000- 
kilowatt power plant on the east bank of 
the Rio Grande River about two and one- 
half miles north of Laredo. The station 
is expected to go into operation sometime 
in May. 

The turbo-generator will be standard 
A.LE.E.-A.S.M.E. design and will operate 
at 850 pounds pressure, 910 degrees at 
3,600 r.p.m., generating at 13,800 volts, 
three-phase, 60 cycles. 

The turbine is connected to a 27,500 
square-foot condenser and the cooling 
water will be handled through a five-cell 
cooling tower. 

Steam will be supplied with an outdoor 
pressurized steam generator consisting of 
a 300,000 pound generator with air pre- 
heaters and superheater. Natural gas will 
be used for fuel; fuel oil, as an auxiliary. 

Designing engineers for the project are 
Sargent & Lundy of Chicago. The general 
contractors are Austin Building Co.-A. E. 
Hinman of Corpus Christi.

American Highway Story 


Twentieth Century life seems to rush 
along so swiftly that the contemporary 
citizen has neither the time nor the in- 
clination to pause and reflect on the toil 
or tragedy that has led to some of the 
conveniences now taken for granted but 
which have been hundred of years in de- 
veloping to present standards. 

Highways are one of these accepted 
but little thought of advantages—except 
when the road is rough, winding, steep, 
crowded or ruffles the disposition because 
of some other inadequacy. How the na- 
tionwide network of iree-wheel thorough- 
fares reached its present mileage doesn’t 
occur to many of the millions of motorists 
who use the highways each year. 

“The Story of American Roads,” writ- 
ten by Val Hart and published by William 
Sloane Associates, Inc., New York, 
stresses the important part played by 
the pioneers in the history of the United 
States. With a little imagination the 
reader can ride into the past on phantom 
Conestoga wagons or prairie schooners, 
trudge or pack along the Indian trails 
or watch the post road mailman and the 
pony express riders gallop along the 
highways of other days. 

The reader will learn that there was a 
“dark age” in highway development when 
canals and railroads rose to favor; that 
Mormons during their hurried retreat 
from persecution hacked a new route 
through the midwest; that the federal 
government once operated a camel freight 
line across the deserts of Arizona. 

That the railroads in times past actu- 
ally promoted road construction will 
probably be a revelation to many readers, 
a large percentage of whom have seen 
development of the modern highway sys- 
tem and its imprint on American life, 
especially in the last two or three dec- 
ades, when cities, towns and villages have 


spread out principally because of more 
mobile transportation. 

To get the full picture, one should read 
Val Hart’s narrative, which is written in 
sections first to cover the early Indian 
trails and more primitive roads; then 
the pikes and the routes of the famous 
Santa Fe, Oregon, Mormon and California 
trails, followed by enlightening facts on 
the buggy and bicycle days and chap- 
ters on today’s highways including the 
\laskan and Pan-American projects.

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Atom Research Project 
Slated for Duke 


Installation of a huge nuclear accelera- 
tor, one of the few in the nation, and 
the first in the Southeast is to be made 
at Duke University, Durham, N. C. 

The machine, similar in function 
the cyclotron in splitting atoms, is known 
as the Van de Graaff accelerator and in- 
Stalled will cost approximately $500,000. 

The University will, under contract 
with the Atomic Energy Commission, un- 
dertake a program of research on the 
structure of the atom which is expected 
to extend over a period of years. 

According to Duke officials, plans are 
already underway for the construction of 
a $250,000 annex to the new Duke physics 
building which will house the nuclear 
project. 

The cost of the 
chine will be borne by the Atomic Energy 
Commission while Duke University will 
bear the cost of the physics building ad- 
dition which will be designed and built 
specifically for the project. Both the 
Atomic Energy Commission and Duke 
University will participate in the cost of

“The installation of the Van de Graaff 
accelerator at Duke University,” states 
Gordon Dean, Chairman of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, an important 
step in our program.

national centers of nuclear research.” 

The Van de Graaff itself 
has an overall length of 40 feet. The aux- 
iliary equipment which operates in con- 
junction with it consists of pumps, refrig- 
erator system, and suitable power suppl) 
and control equipment. The annex 
house the project will run 108 feet as an 
extension of the left rear wing of the new 
$1,000,000 physics building which was com- 
pleted in 1949. 

According to Dr. Newson, the function 
of the Van de Graaff accelerator, like that 
of the cyclotron, is to “split” or penetrate 
the atom. Unlike the cyclotron which has 
a circular operation, the accelerator op- 
erates in a straight line. The accelerator 
can generate 4,000,000 volts of electricity. 

In explaining the function of the ma- 
chine, Duke physicists point out that high 
electric voltages are required to pierce 
the nucleus of the atom. Atoms are com- 
posed of an outer shell of electrons or neg- 
ative electric charges which revolve like 
infinitesimal planets around the heavy 
center of the atom known as the nucleus 
and comparable in the make-up of the 
atom to the sun in the make-up of our

DuPont Non-Explosive 
Breaks Down Coal

After the tube is placed 
in a hole drilled in the face, the 
chemical reaction is activated by an elec- 
trical current controlled within narrow 
limits. Heat is produced which after a

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few seconds destroys the starter wire, 
thus breaking the electrical circuit. The 
chemical reaction thereafter continues 
to liberate gas which builds up to a 
predetermined pressure, at which point 
the disc ruptures. The gases rush out 
through the ports in the head and break 
down the coal. The tube, refilled in the 
mine with another chemical and disc, is 
used repeatedly.

homa A.&M. College have delved deep 
into the history of the Sooner state com- 
mercial pecan industry and have come up

H. E. Bailey how to decide what a pecan 
tree is worth. 

The report reveals the average annual 
income for 30 ages of trees and advises 
multiplying by 20 times the net income to 
arrive at a fair price. 

The experts found that an Oklahoma 
pecan tree averages eight pounds of nuts 
annually and that the annual average 
price of unshelled nuts is 14.4 a pound, 
although it was found that some trees 
have a record of 500 pounds a year. 

In arriving at a price conclusion the 
experts pointed out that consideration 
must be given to the age and size of the

“Our company is one of the acknowledged 
leaders of the industry and has the 
utmost confidence in the tremendous fu- 
ture of the helicopter. Its success in 
Korea has demonstrated the 
utility of the helicopter.” 

The helicopter plant will be 11 miles 
east of Fort Worth, about five miles from 
the new International Airport, and 20 
miles from Dallas. While the site is easily 
accessible to highway, railroad and air- 
plane transport, it also offers ample open 
country for helicopter flight testing. 

While all helicopter activities will ulti- 
mately be confined to the Fort Worth 
area, facilities for other Bell products are 
being expanded in the Buffalo-Niagara 
Falls area.

Air-Arm Division 
Formed at Baltimore 

Westinghouse Electric Corporation has 
announced formation of a new Air-Arm 
Division and plans for a new plant in 
Baltimore, which will build equipment to 
advance aerial warfare “a step closer to 
the push-button stage.” 

Walter Evans, Westinghouse vice presi- 
dent, reported the purchase of 75 acres 
on a corner of the Baltimore Friendship 
Airport. There by the year’s end, he said, 
the company will be producing for the 
navy and air force automatic computers 
to direct gun and rocket fire, radar and 
auto-pilots for fighter planes and guided 
missiles, and complete airborne arma- 
ment systems. 

Responsibility for operations of the 
new Air-Arm Division has been assigned 
to Mr. Evans, who also is in charge of 
the company’s electronics and X-Ray di- 
vision in Baltimore. The new 400,000- 
square-foot plant, which will include 
offices and an engineering laboratory, is 
expected to be completed by autumn, Mr. 
Evans said. 

It will employ an estimated 2,500 to 
3,000 people by the end of 1952, according 
to present plans, with that total reaching 
4,000 in the event of full mobilization. 

Although most of the production em- 
ployes will be hired from the surround- 
ing area, the new plant will draw super- 
visory and technical personnel from both 
the Westinghouse special products de- 
velopment divisions. 

“This new plant is largely the result 
of some eight years of pilot plant and 
model shop work in the Pittsburgh area 
by engineers of the Special Products De- 
velopment Division,” Mr. Evans explained. 
“We now have reached the point of de- 
velopment where it is possible to go into 
production on these new military prod- 
ucts. To be close to the company’s exist- 
ing radar production facilities a Balti- 
more location was desirable, and the new 
Baltimore airport is one of the few air- 
fields capable of handling all types and 
sizes of aircraft.” 

The new plant would be senved by a 
taxi strip to the runways and the air- 
port facilities would be used in con- 
nection with the test flying of new 
equipment. Such flights, he added, would 
not interfere with commercial airline op- 
erations. 

Architectural 
features are in charge 
Requaradt-Greiner Co. and Associates. 
Contractor for the new plant will be 
Consolidated Engineering Co., of Balti- 
more. Construction is scheduled to begin 
within two weeks.

The construction project was authorized 
under a certificate of public convenience 
and necessity issued by the Federal Power 
Commission to United Gas late in Feb- 
ruary. When completed the new facilities 
will provide an initial in the 
capacity of the pipe line system of ap- 
proximately 920 million cubic feet of nat-

ural gas daily. Cost of the entire project 
is estimated to be in excess of $111,000,000. 

In addition to the new lines in Loui- 
siana, Texas and Mississippi, the construc- 
tion program also provides for a 20-inch 
line extending approximately 15 miles in- 
to the Gulf of Mexico from the Louisiana 
coast. This line will tie in new reserves 
to United’s system from the Eugene Is- 
land area. Construction at an early date 
of additional lines to connect with other 
wells in the Gulf in the same general area 
is also contemplated. 


Army Engineers Open Bids 
for Largest Civil Contract 

Bids for completion of McNary Dam 
on the Columbia River in Oregon, largest 
single civil works contract ever adver- 
tised by the Corps of Engineers, have dis- 
closed an apparent low bid of $58,416,459, 
according to Maj. Gen. Lewis A. Pick, 
Chief of Engineers. 

The bid was submitted in a joint ven- 
ture by Guy F. Atkinson Co. of South 
San Francisco, Calif.; Ostrander Con- 
struction Co. of Portland, Oreg., and J. A 
Jones Construction Co., Charlotte, N. C 
Second lowest bid of $61,972,032 was sub- 
mitted by Morrison-Knudsen and Asso- 
ciates of Boise, Idaho. 

McNary Dam, a multiple-purpose navi- 
gation and power project, is one of the 
major units in the Corps of Engineers’ 
comprehensive plan for the development, 
conservation and utilization of water re- 
sources of the Columbia River Basin in 
the Pacific Northwest. 

The huge project, named after the late 
Senator Charles L. McNary, was au- 
thorized by Congress in 1945. Construc- 
tion was initiated in 1948. Work remain- 
ing is the completion of dam, spillway, 
power house and appurtenant structures. 
The total estimated Federal cost is $270,- 
000,000, of which approximately $112,- 
000,000 has been appropriated to date. 

The McNary project, now about 40 per 
cent complete, will have a power house 
installed capacity of 980,000 kilowatts, 
and will provide 67 miles of slackwater 
navigation on the Columbia and lower 
Snake Rivers, and other multiple-purpose 
benefits. Initial power generation from 
this project is scheduled for December, 
1953. 


$2,557,611 Oklahoma Roads 
Placed Under Construction 


State highway and bridge improve- 
ments contracted for $2,557,611 went into 
construction in Oklahoma during April. 
Director C. A. Stoldt says the projects 
amounted to 76.767 miles of construction 
of which 50% miles were hard surfaced 
roads. Nine bridge building jobs were in- 
cluded.
